In 1912, Grayling Merey 
Hospital had 17 beds, a 
horse-drawn ambulance, a 
flour barrel for an ice box, 
and two hard-working nuns. 

With an $8 million expan- 
sion-renovation project 
almost complete, the hos- 
pital now offers 130 beds, 
modern facilities including 
brain-scanning, ultra-sound, 
and nuclear medicine equip- 
ment, and 34 doctors on 
staff. Additionally, the hos- 
pital - now valued at about 
$13 million - is the largest 
employer in Crawford Coun- 
ty with more than 340 full 
and part-time workers, 

The $8 million project - 
completed except for a few 
minor corrections to be 
made by the architect and 
electricians - gives the hos- 
pital these new or improved 
services: 

* Surgery. A new 
operating room, recovery 
room, and other additions 
have attracted two new or- 
thopedic surgeons to the 
Mercy Hospital staff. 
Together, it is estimated the 
new facilities and doctors 
can accomodate 75 percent 
of the orthopedic (bone) sur- 
gery which was previously 
transferred to Traverse City 
and other hospitals.

and only at 56 day intervals. 

Up to that time the only 
method of transfusion was to 
have the giver and the receiver 
in adjoining beds and connec- 
ted by a tube-pump device to 
an arm of each, and one pint at 
a time. 

Further, blood types had to 
be exactly matched. 

Obviously in critical or acci- 
dental surgery where much 
bleeding was to be expected it 
was impractical to have six or 
eight Donors lined up outside 
an operating room on wheeled 
stretchers, ready to be rushed 
into a sterile surgical atmos- 
phere for transfusions. 

By the early 1930s enough 
progress had been made to 
assure eventual success and 
by the late 1930s American 
Blood Service programs were 
being put into effect. When 
World War Ii began to spread 
its horror over Europe the life 
saving blood program was 
ready for its first real test! 1t 
was an outstanding success! 

Today, American Réd Cross 
is the largest supplier of Blood 
to the American People 
through some 57 self-support- 
ing Regional Blood Centers 
strategically located 
throughout the U.S. 

Roughly, 2 of every 3 units 
of blood utilized in this Coun- 
try is American Red Cross 
Blood; donated freely by in- 
dividuals and given freely Lo 
those who need it; except for a 
charge jointly received by the 
Red Cross Regional Blood 
Center and the Hospital ser- 
ving the patient to recover the 
costs of collecting the blood, 
processing it, storing it and 
redistributing it to the medical 
institutions as needed. 

There is no charge for the 
blood itself, it is FRIEE as it 
was FREELY given by a 
Volunteer Donor! 

The charge per unit for Red 
Cross Blood varies from Cen- 
ter to Center as the costs of 
providing and maintaining the 
facilities and equipment, as 
well as the cost of collecting, 
processing, storing and redis- 
tributing varies between 
Regions for many economical 
reasons. 

The underlying principle, 
dedicatedly followed by all 
American Red Cross Blood 
Centers, is that they are “non- 
profit”’ operations. Altho each 
Regional Blood Center is 
sponsored financially by it’s 
loca] Red Cross Chapter, not 
one penny of bload revenue is 
diverted to any other Red 
Cross Service. 

Whenever a Center's costs 
exceed it's revenue the local 
situation is reviewed and if 
there is no other resolution 
available, increases in charges 
are authorized to return the 
Center to a break-even basis, 
Conversely, whenever a Cen- 
ter’s costs can be reduced and 
revenues exceed costs, the 
unit charge for collecting, pro- 
cessing, storing and redistri- 
buting is reduced appropriate: 
ly. 

Very strict audit procedures 
and policies are enforced 
rigidly at every Blood Center 
to insure that this policy is 
totally adhered lo. 


Whole Blood - the form in 


which it is collected from 
Donors at Red Cross Blood 
Banks last 36 days. 
Elaborate procedures are 
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followed to insure such whole 
blood is utilized before it is 
outdated. 

For example, modest sized 
Hospitals like Mercy here in 
Grayling are regularly ser- 
viced by the Blood Center on 
the same day of each week, 
altho in emergency, = in- 
dividual shipments are made 
at any time of day or night 
from Flint or Petoskey Cen- 
ters if the emergency warran- 
Us. 

When the weekly truck 
arrives at the local hospital if 
there is any blood that will not 
certainly be used before the 
next visit or the out date, it is 
returned to the Center which 
then delivers such blood on a 
daily basis to its large hospital 
consumers. 

A typical Blood Center will 
average less than 2% of its 
blood supply being outdated, 
but, even if it! does become 
outdated the blood is still used 
100% for conversion Lo one of 
the 8 or 9 derivilives: Plasrna, 
platelets, gamma globulin, 
serum albumin, fibrinogen, 
etc., which are made available 
for specialized disease treat- 
ment. 

At a routine Blood Bank like 
ours at the American Legion 
Hall in Grayling, 100 pints of 
blood will be collected during a 
standard 6 hour period, from 
noon until 6 p.m., but it is a 
long and busy day for the 
Volunteer Workers as well as 
the paid Staff Nurses. 

First the Blood Bank track 
arrives al 10 a.m. with a 
Driver-Technician who left 
Flint. at. 7 a.m. At least two 
local Volunteers are awaiting 
to assist the Driver in unload- 
ing and settling up the equip- 
ment. 

A normal bank at Grayling 
will involve 3 units of 3 Lables 
or beds cach, a total of 9 
tables. Each 3 table unit is 
served by a Staff Registered 
Nurse. In addition to the 3 
table RNs, there will have to 
be 2 history RNs, | relief RN 
and a Head Nurse. 

These 7 Staff RNs will 
arrive at the Legion at 11 a.m. 
to allow them one hour for set- 
ting up their equipment and 
materiais so as to be ready to 
begin drawing blood promptly 
at 12 Noon. It also takes one 
hour as the close of the bank 
to clean and repack the equip- 
ment by the Nurses before it is 
relocated on the Blood Bank 
truck. This makes an 8 hour 
actual work day for the Nur- 
ses and ‘Technicians from 
Hint, but as the Driver left at. 
7a.m. and won't get back until 
11 p.m., he has a 16 hour day; 
the Nurses leaving Flint at 8 
am. and returning by JO p.m. 
will have a 14 hour day. If the 
Nurses come from Peloskey 
their day is only 13 hours 
because of the shorter driving 
distance 

At 11 am. the other local 
Volunteers begin to arrive at 
the Legion Hall. They nor- 
mally consist of 3 Registrars, 
3 Bottle Table Workers (the 
“bottles ara plastic bags 
holding the drawn blood and 
which must be labelled with 
prenumbered — identification 
lags, exactly, precisely and 
totally without error!), 3 
Refreshment Table Volunteers 
to make the coffee and prepare 
the juice, place the cookies on 
the table, keep the tables clean 


of used cups, etc,, at least 2 
Volunteer Walkers to escort 
the approved Denors to the 
drawing tables and to ‘‘walk’’ 
them to the refreshment table 


afterwards, and two local 
Volunteer RNs or LPNs come 
in a few minutes before start- 
ing time to take Donor tem- 
peratures, blood pressures, 
and part of their history. 

At the close of the Bank, 
two local Volunteers knock 
down the drawing tables and 
other equipment, and, when 
the Nurses are finished pack- 
ing their equipment, carry the 
beds and boxes out to the 
Blood Bank truck and help the 
Driver reload everything in ils 
exact space. It is a little like 
reloading a circus truck to be 
ready for the next days per- 
formance. 

The last thing on the truck 
are the special ‘Blood Boxes’ 
loaded with the approximately 
100 pints of blood collected 
that day at the Bank. 

Immediately the truck is 
loaded the Driver starts it 
rolling to Flint or Petoskey for 
as soon as the truck arrives al. 
the Center the blood boxes are 
taken off and the blood is star- 
ted in processing, No time is 
wasted, 

Frequently it may be 
necessary to have a special 
Volunteer Driver from Flint or 
Petoskey pick up 30 or 40 
unils at 3 p.m. or so for an 
emergency operation 
scheduled for late that night 
cr early the next morning. 

If each local Red Cross 
Volunteor worked a full shift, 
16 people would have worked 
128 hours, an average of 8 
hours each. Usually, however, 
about 22 Volunteers work a 
bank, 10 working full shifts 
and 12 working half shifts, all, 
of course, unpaid Volunteers. 

This process is repeated 
hundreds of times every day of 
every week, Monday through 
Friday, except for Holidays, 
all over the U.S. and results in 
almost 6,000,000 pints of 
blood being given by 4,000,000 
Donors annually to save the 
lives of their unknown fellow 
Americans, 

A Blood Donor is a wonder- 
ful person! To give a pint of 
ones own blood to help save 
the life of another unknown 
human being is the untimate 
act of generosity, and Craw- 
ford County is blessed with 
more than the average supply 
of such gr eat Humanitarians, 


In the 12 snonth period end- 
ing une “30, 1981, 482 in. 
dividual Donors came 724 


Limes - that's an average of 14 
Limes per Donor - to give a 
pint of their blood and 


because they did, every in- 
dividual Citizen of Crawford 
County is entitled to all the

According to results of a survey 
commissioned by the Michigan 
Kducation Association, 60 percent 
of Michigan’s adults would not 

favor a tax cut funding for educa- 

q tion. 

‘In releasing the survey results, 
Keith Geiger, president of MEA, 
said the survey “indicates very 
clearly’’ that should the Legislature 
enact any tax cut, the people do not 
want the requisite spending cuts to 

come from education, 

'@ After a voter defeat in June of a 

property tax shift, the governor and 
legislative leaders feel property tax 
reform is still being demanded by 
the people. Such a tax reform would 
he completed through legislative ac- 
tion during the current fall session, 
which would require many budget 
cuts, both on a state and local level, 
to absorb the loss in revenues. 
Special interest groups, such as 
@ the MEA, are trying to make an 
- . early case that the cuts should come 
in other areas and not in theirs. 

Geiger said the survey was com- 
missioned to get a sense of how 
Michigan residents felt about taxes 
and education. 

: The results showed that people 

generally did not think they were 

getting good value for their tax 

money, with only 16 percent saying 

'@ they received excellent or good value 
from their federal taxes, 18 percent 
from state taxes, 29 percent for local 
city or township taxes and 30 per- 
cent for education taxes. 

But, the survey showed that 50 
percent of the respondents felt the 
quality of education in their local 
area was good or excellent.

'@ ‘right with 19 percent thinking it was 
; too large and 21 percent thinking it 
was too small.

not enough money was spent ‘for 
either gifted or handicapped studen- 
ts and 28 percent felt not enough 
was spent on extracurricular ac- 
tivities and individual pupil needs. 

On budget cuts, 26 percent said 
there should be no cuts in state 
spending on education. 

That figure was more than twice 
as high as felt there should be no 
cuts for the elderly or social security 
or police protection. 

Only about 3 percent of the 
respondents said there should be 
cuts in education, while 20 percent 
said there should be cuts in welfare 
and 6 percent said cuts in aid to 
families with dependent children. 

When asked if they would likely 
support a tax cut if it meant less 
spending for education, 60 percent 
said no, 

The same question asked about 
other programs resulted in 52 per- 
cent not wanting a cut if it would 
mean less money for mental health, 
47 percent for Medicaid, 42 percent 
on public health, 34 percent on 
prisons, 20 percent on ADC and 15 
percent on welfare. 

In another section, those surveyed 
said most (57 percent) of school 
financing should come from the 
state, with 35 percent coming from 
local taxes, 

Geiger said he would be unsur- 
prised if other special interest 
groups conduct similar studies in an 
effort to protect spending for their 
interests, 

He concluded that the study did 
not necessarily demonstrate that 
the public either did or did not want 
a tax.cut. However, he noted, on in- 
ference that could be drawn from the 
question on percentage of money 
spent on education was that the 
public wanted more to come from 
the state instead from property 
taxes.

runner, but I was managing 
to stay ahead of most of that 
irate crew following in my 
wake. I suspect that the 
frantic waving of my arms 
would have rerninded a 
casual viewer of a windmill 
with several blades missing 
from the fan. I lost my hat, 
collected a scratch on my 
forehead when I went under 
a limb somewhere, and also 
left my axe behind in my 
eayerness to visit another 
section of the park. I am not 
sure how far I traveled, but I 
was making enough noise to 
shatter the tranquility of the 
forest to be sure. I nearly 
stepped on a snowshoe hare, 
spooked a doe and a fawn, 
and had every bird along my 
flight path in a dither. To top 
things off, I had been stung a 
couple of times which was 
adding injury to insult. I 
have discovered all sorts of 
things in the process of doing 
trail! work and a well-con- 
cealed yellow jackets’ nest is 
just one possible hazard with 
which to contend. 

Yellow Jackets have the 
ability to sting more than 
once, so once they make con- 
tact with you, they just keep 
popping it to you until dis- 
lodged in one way or 
another. They nest in the 
ground making it difficult to 
locate the nest which can 
become large enough to ac- 
commodate Several 
thousand very aggressive 
individuals. The queen 
begins the nest, having 
hibernated over the winter. 
in the beginning the nest is 
only an inch or two in 
diameter with a single tier of 
cells. But as workers are 
produced, the nest is 
enlarged, and by summer's 
end, it may contain several 
tiers of cells and be a foot in 
diameter. The egg stage is 5 
to 8 days; the larva stage 9 to 
12 days, and the pupa stage 
10 to 13 days. Workers are 
produced first, then drones, 
and then new queens, All but 
the queens die during the 
winter and, according to one 
source, it is the females that 
sting.
